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The Beginning Great Building Program 
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Wagner-Steagall housing bill has been 
passed Congress and signed the President. 
The significance the enactment this new 
housing legislation not its provisions, but 
the nation-wide recognition the fact that hous- 
ing one the major problems before the country 
today. 

This recognition has come about relatively 
short period time. 

The opposition the bill Congress was not 
particularly outspoken except with respect some 
the detail provisions. Many those who spoke 
and voted against the bill prefaced their remarks 
with statements recognizing the need for such 
legislation, all which indicates that once the 
national Housing Authority set and opera- 
tion expected that many constructive sugges- 
tions will offered improve and strengthen the 
program and render applicable the various 
sections the country. 

Three major changes the original bill sub- 
mitted Senator Wagner were made. These 
changes came about through the experiences gained 
during the Government’s recent housing programs— 
which were primarily experimental and 
emergency nature.

Second—Increasing Local Participation. 


The original bill would have made possible 
under certain conditions for localities secure 
100 per cent Government financing. 

The bill was changed require local authorities 
provide per cent the cost. Facts which 
have been developed indicate that the slum areas 
our cities are serious financial burden local 
taxing units, and that the elimination these 
areas would greatly reduce the cost government 
localities where there are slums. would, 
therefore, appear just assess part the cost 
locally. matter fact the local communities 
should eventually bear more the cost than set 
the doubt this will come about 
the program develops nationally and cities find 
themselves better able so. 

During the years the depression the various 
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cities looked the national government for aid 
and formed one more bloc appealing for help from 
the national Treasury. Our great cities were de- 
veloped through local initiative and courage. When 
return that method they will rebuilt

Cost. 


This was one the most important changes made 
the bill. Whatever motives may have brought 
about the change was wise one. may 
well face the fact that the basis the cost 
government housing, whether Resettle- 
ment, would impossible carry housing 
program any importance. The original bill 
placed limit the cost the dwelling units. 

has been said that building material interests 
and union labor have blocked every effort produce 
general low-cost housing America. 

The real objective low-cost housing program 
produce safe and sanitary dwelling units for 
families now living insanitary and socially de- 
grading homes. mot primarily provide busi- 
ness for manufacturers building materials and 
equipment, bail out landowners who now 
desire escape the consequences greedy specula- 
tion, assure new era for the speculative 
builder, create lot work for union labor. 

Under the recent housing program many who 
composed these groups seemed consider that pro- 
gram established for their special benefit. The 
result was that the Government built housing for 
which, even with per cent grant, was forced 
arbitrarily fix rent which bore sane relation 
capital cost. was also necessary select 
tenants with incomes above what tenants for low- 
rent housing should pay—leaving the evicted slum 
dwellers shift for themselves and, many cases, 
live worse dwellings than they had previously 
occupied. 

The Government’s program was worth its cost, 
but did not produce the kind housing which 
essential are successfully clear our cities 
slums. 

The low-cost housing built the Government 
far better than that which many hundreds 
thousands taxpayers can afford live. 
Through taxation they were forced pay for

housing accommodations more elaborate and more 
costly than necessary serve the fundamental pur- 
poses intended. 

this new act Congress did the slum dwellers 
America great service limiting the cost 
dwelling units constructed and, addition, 
threw down the gauntlet the building industry 
uncertain terms. 


nation which has grown the most power- 
ful earth, with unequalled natural resources, 
great cities, transcontinental transportation systems, 
electricity all its varied forms, radio, the low- 
priced automobile, sound motion pictures, the elec- 
tric eye and many other things our great indus- 
trial system, cannot continue construct homes 
methods century old and expect the small tax- 
payers saddle the load. They cannot and will 
not so. spite the many arguments that the 
machine age ruining our social and economic 
system shall doubt compelled simplify 
and cheapen our methods home building. 
well-known fact that many our leading auto- 
mobile manufacturers the low-cost car field have 
cut the costs their cars half and improved 
the quality. the so-called low-cost housing field 
the opposite has been the case. 

Our much discussed American standard living 
which many are seeking impos: housing 
not the standard all. The standard actually 
what the mass the people have, and that far 
below what regard necessary for low-cost 
housing program. their youth thousands our 
leaders today all walks life did not enjoy 
standards living now regarded essential. They 
did have clean and decent environments with plenty 
fresh air and recreation—and that what our 
present objective should be. less social 
hysteria and little more common sense will find 
way. 

The Housing Act sets the limit cost 
$5,000 for four-room dwelling unit. really 
good housing job and reach the great masses 
who now live degradation, must ultimately 
cut the cost half that $2,500 for four- 
room unit. challenge the building 
industry. should accepted. 

Space will not permit nor the time ripe for 
attempt evaluate the many other provisions 
the new housing legislation. 


Immediate action the entire building industry 
now order. When obstacles are encountered 
they can met. amendments the law are 
necessary let them proposed and enacted due 
course.
